A button is pressed, the 
water which flows under the Iron 
bridge at Cairo is increased or di- 
minished some ten days later in ac- 
cordance with the telegraphic answer 
and the intervening valley between 
Assouan and Cairo has a little more 
or a little less water on Us surface. 
The man at the button may bring 
Joy or sorrow to thousands of little 
farms — it is all according to the mos- 
sage he receives.

Half way 
up this wall, and stretching its en- 
tire length, a line of shutters 



Jim Hargis was acquitted of the 
charge of procuring the murder of Dr. 
Cox, at Sandy Hook, last Saturday, 
the verdet of the jury, being render- 
ed under instruction from Judge 
Moody, one of Qov. Beckham’s ap- 
pointees, to return such a verdict. 
This action was taken following Judge 
Moody’s action in forcing the trial 
to proceed with but 20 of the 60 Com- 
monwealth witnesses being present, 
the absent ones including many of the 
most Important ones. 

The prosecuting attorneys said it 
would be a farce to go into trial 
without having evidence to corrobor- 
ate ttto stories of Asbury Spicer and 
John Smith. Special Judge Moody 
accordingly instructed the jury to find 
the defendant not guilty and Hargis 
was released from custody. ^ 

This marks the close of the prose- 
cution of Judge Hargis for the whole- 
sale Breathitt murders which has car- 
ried him through four trials, and 
which has cost him many thousands 
of dollars. 

The acquittal cf Judge Hargis in 
criminal procedure and his convic- 
tion in the civil courts is considered 
a strange result. He is nevertheless 
now free of murder charges, the Cox 
killing being the las', for which he 
was to have been tried. | 

Dr. B. D. Cox was assinaied on 
the streets cf Jackson, April 13, 1902, 
while going to the Arlington Hotel lo 
attend a patient. Asbury Spicer and 
John Smith have since confessed to 
the murder their stories dove tailing 
In almost every particular except as 
to who fired the fatal shot. In June, 
1906, when the trial of Hargis for ball 
in Jackson In the Cox case was in 
progress, Asbury Spicer confessed to 
assisting In the assassination of Cox, 
saying he, Abner and Smith were hid 
under a shed of a stable on Judge 
Hargis' premises and that Elbert Har- 
gis, a brother of James Hargis, was 
standing on the street a short distance 
away and signaled them with a lan- 
tern of the approach of Dr. Cox. As 
Cox walked down the street he was 
shot and mortally wounded. After the 
sbemting the confessors say that the 
three men walked over to the yard 
of Judge Hargis’ residence where 
Judge Hargis, Elbert Hargis, Ed 
Callahan and others were standing 
and reported their deed. 

"Yes, boys, you made him bellow 
like a bull,” Judge Hargis is alleged 
to have said, addressing Spicer, Smitn 
and Abner. 

The following July 22, Town Mar- 
shall James Cockrell, of Jackwm.was 
shot at Jackson from the court house 
and near the Hargis store. He was 
taken to Lexington where he died In 
a hospital. On May 4, 1903, James 
B. Marclam, an attorney at Jackson, 
was assassinated while standing in the 
court house door. Confession of John 
Smith, Asbury Spicer, Curtis ^-tt and 
others have Implicated mqp'ibers of 
the Hargis clan In alUof*'fhese mur- 
ders. 

Hargis was txdle tried in Fayette 
county for Uto*kllllng of Jim Cockrell. 
The firMFfrial resulted in a hung jury 
and MB last one In acquittal by a 
SotMv county jury summoned to Fay- 
,A4tte. 

In July, 1906, Hargis was tried in 
BeattyvlHe for Marcum’s murd»r and 
acquitted. The Sandy Hook Proceed- 
ing Is the last chapter of the Hargis 
prosecution in the criminal courts. 

Asbury Spicer was never indicted 
because he turned State’s evidence 
and the charge against John Smith 
was filed away for the same rwison. 
The Cox case was taken to Elliott 
county on a change of venue. The 
daniag(« suit of the Cox heirs against 
Judge Hargis and others is yet to lie 
trlde in the Fayette Clrmult Court.

The Hustler does not believe In wor- 
rying a long-suffering public with 
things on this line of a questionable 
nature and does not publish snake 
stories for the pleasure of im|H>slng 
on the credulity of Its readers. Here 
is one of which we can vouch and 
can also show the skin of the reptile 
referred to. 

Mr. W. P. Jackson, a well known 
and popular agriculturist of the .Mau- 
Itou country, was In the Hustler of- 
fice Wednesday and brought with him 
the skin of a serpent which he found 
on his farm last Thursday. The skin 
measures — listen now — seven feet and 
four inches in length and is eight 
inches in circumference. The skin is 
on exhibition In the Hustler office 
and can be seen by anyone who so de- 
sires.

Howev- 
er, the recently-adjourned session ot 
the grand jury investigated the de- 
predation in question, and in submit- 
ting a report to Judge Sandidge said, 
among other things; 

We devoted esiteclal attention to the 
investigation of certain rumors which 
have been circulated to the effect that 
tobacco beds have been scraped and 
certain depredations committed along 
this line which the Cuorler-Journal, 
through its news columns, attributed 
to the Dark Tobacco Growers’ Associ- 
ation. We found that the plant bed 
which had been tampered with was 
located in the northeastern portion of 
the county, and is owned by Mr. John 
Garrett. We also ascertained that in 
this portion of the county no dark 
tobacco is grown — that the tyi>e of 
tobacco grown in this section is the 
"one-sucker” variety, and that there is 
not a member of tiie Association liv- 
ing within five miles of the plant 
bed. The manner of the depredation 
indicates that some mischievous boy 
went to the plant bed and did what 
was done, as the bed was iiotscraited 
and plants only dug ui> here and 
there, A great many of the plants

Murry PhlllipB was drowned Sat- 
urday afternoon at 2 o’clock In Green 
river at Davis' landing, about three 
miles below Delaware. He and two 
younger brothers and Posey Farley 
and Ollie Keach, two neighboring 
boys, went in swimming and four of 
them attempted to swim the river 
while the fifth boy went along in a 
boat to insure their safety. Three of 
the boys got over safely and 11 was 
thought that the fourth, who was 
Phillips, WHS also getting in to the 
shore all right, and no ailenilon was 
paid to him. When his comiianions 
looked about for him he had gone 
down the last time. He is supposiMl 
to have taken a cramp or to have 
died of heart disease or overexer- 
tion. 

The drowned boy's frightened com- 
panions gave the alarm at once and 
soon a crowd of men and boys were 
searching for the body. Green river 
is very deep and bodies are difficult to 
recover but in this case a device was 
used. Eight large fish hooks were 
tied to a tobac-co stick. Weights were 
attached to the ends and baling wire 
was tittd to the ends. With this as a 
drag the body was recovered in fif- 
teen minutes. As the cause of death 
was well known the coroner was not 
notified. The body was taken to the 
home of the boy's parents, .Mr. and 
.Mrs. Con Phillips, over in Hender- 
son county. 

The drowned youth was nineteen 
years of age. Mr. Phillips had told 
his bodys of the danger of going in 
Green river and forbid their going, 
but they disobeyed and went any- 
how.
